Long Discussion in House on Mo- 
tion Calling on Government 
to Take Action. 


LOBSES OF WESTERN 
FARMER REVEALED 


Government Attacked For Not 
Having Taken Action Earlier 
to Remedy Conditions. 


Ottawa, Feb. 28.—At midnight the 
house divided on an amendment to 
the motion to go into supply, moved 
by Hon, Frank Oliver in the after- 
noon, dealing with the grain block- 
ade situation in Western Canada. 
The amendment was defeated by a 
vote of 84 to 54, a government ma- 
jority of 30. 

The amendment called upon the 
government to give further reduc- 
tion to the West by securing the 're- 


duced rates to Duluth and Minne- 
upolis, recently secured on wheat 
and oats for grinding in bond and 


for consumption in the United States, 
also that steps be taken to have the 
through rates on barley and flax to 
Duluth and Minneapolis, which be- 
came effective on January’ 23rd, re- 
duced to the Fort William rate. 

Hon. Mr. Oliver supported his mo- 
tion in a lengthy speech, in which 
he estimated that the loss to the 
Western farmer ‘ffom all causes on 
this season's crop amounts to fifty 
per cent. He criticized the govern- 
ment for’ not having ‘aken action 
earlier .o secure the lower rates to 
Duluth and Minneapolis. 

Hon, G. RE, Foster in reply said 
that ft would not have heen possible 
for the government to deal with the 
situation at an earlier date, He 
blamed the late government for the 
situation, 

Objects to Questions, 

During question time, Speaker 
fproule took exception to two ques- 
tions which have been on the order 
paper for several weeks, a the ground 
that they were not properly framed, 
One was a question by F. B. Carvell 
(Carleton, N.B.) as follows : 

“Ts the government aware that I’. P. 
Gutelius, recently appointed to the 
Natiohal Transcontinental | Raliway 
commission is not a British subject?” 

Sir Wilfrid afked why the Speaker 
chjected to the question. 

The Speaker said that under the 
rules a question could not contain an 
allegation of fact. 

Premier Borden took the same view 
and said incidentally that Mr. Gutelius 
had not been appointed a member of 
the commission. 

The question will, dcubtiess, 
drafted over again by Mr, Carvell. 

Mr, Gutelivs, it might be explain- 
ed, has been appointed a commissioner 
te inquire into the question of con- 
struction of the N.T.R. 

Question re Navy, 

The other qcestion to which the 
Speaker tcnk exception stood in the 
name of P. E. Lamarche (Nicolet), 
who wants to know if the government 
intends to furnish the members of 
yhe House with an opportunity to dis- 
cuss the resolution of Mr, Sevigny 
relating to the naval service, alse if 
it is the intenticn of the government 
to permit the House to declare itselt 
on the merits ef this resolution by 
vote either for co: against its adoption. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier asked why this 
question had been ruledrout of order, 

Specker Sproule said he had not 
ruled it out of crder, but had simply 
étlowed it to stand until its form could 
he changed. He proposed to consult 
the member interested in regard to 
that, The matier wes then allowed 
io drup. 

Federal Aid to Highways, 
lion. Frank Cochrane's resolution 
for ald to highways was then taken 
np. The Liberals Objected to clause 
six of the legisiation which provided 
that the minister of ratiways in Can- 
pa shall be given power to censteuct 
lughways, bridges, and so forth, in 
any province of the Dominion. They 
contended that the effect of this clause 
would be to give the minister the or- 
dinary power of a road builder and 
that this power could, if so desired, 
he used for political purposes, They 
contended that it was unconstitutional 
“and contrary to spirit of the British 

North America Act. : 

The Conservatives on the other hand 
held that the powers given minister 
with regard to road building was basa- 
od upco the same principle as dredg- 
ing or any other public work requiring 
ihe expenditure of federal money. 

Moves Clause Stricken Out,
